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DETAILED ACTION 



This action is in response to applicant's response filed on 6/16/03. Claims 1-20 are now 
pending in the present application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The references listed in the information disclosure statements submitted on 6/16/03 has 
been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 



2. The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to facilitate 
vmderstanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing under 37 CFR 1.81. 
No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one

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skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

As to claims 1, 11, 16, the claims recite the limitation of "changing the display of a 
pluraUty of picture files on the cellular phone based upon input from a user by way of a remote 
device". However, the specification merely describes a method and apparatus for displaying a 
picture and content relevant information associated with the picture file on a display as a screen 
saver (i.e, see Abstract and page 5, lines 4-27), hence, the above claimed limitation presents new 
subject matter situations and was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention.
